RELIEF FOR STRIKERS ! 


A Gieantic liabor-Fbiaucial Alliance 
That Wiii Protect Workmen 
Aeainst Want Dnrins 
a StriUe. 


B(»TON, Feb. 7.—A morning paper 
stat^' a.pparently on the authority of the 
leaders of the movement, that there is to 
be organized in this country, previous to 
the eight-hour strikes of May 1, 1890, a 
gigantic laborrfinancial alliance within 
the w^nks of the American Federation of 
liabor. 


It is proposed to accumulate a joint 
stock fund of at least $2,800,000 before 
May 30 to be placed at the disposal of 
any trade whose crafts^ may be on a 
strike or locked out. The organization 
of the alliance is said to be already well 
under way, although the matter has 
been kept as secret as possible. 


The leaders claim that labor organiza- 
tions have practically given nothing but 
small amounts and the past is strewn 
with innumerable wrecks of labor asso- 
ciations, whose members had not learned 
that an empty pocket book meant hunger 
and that hunger always enabled the em- 
ployers to win. 


There are affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor 750,000 workers. 
Allowing that this number of men aver- 
age forty working weeks in a year that 
would give ^,000,000 for a joint fund 
by each man paying ten cents a week. 
It is claimed that the insui'ance 
of workmen against loss of wages will 
increase the numerical strength of labor 
organizations and further conventions of 
national unions will represent millions 
instead of thousands of workers. 


This placing of $3,000,000 at the dis- 
posal of a single trade does not mean a 
multiplication of strikes nor, it; is 
claimed, a rule or ruin policy. It means 
that fewer strikes and lockouts will oc- 
cur and the suffering of the families of 
workmen shall never again take place. 
The article in conclusion gives the views 
of several well-known labor leaders, all 
of whom speak approviDgly of the pro- 
ject.

He 
stated that the object of the visit was to 
have the Fort Wayne college become ono 
of the preparatory colleges to DePauw 
university. 


Moore's Hill college, also an institu 
tion of one of the four Methodist confer- 
ences will probably lía admitid in this 
manner. 


The preventive feature of accomx)lish- 
ing this object is the indebtedness of 
$16,000 which now hangs over the insti- 
tution here. That removed and all ob- 
stacles are overcome. 


The importance of having this change 
made is greater than would bo consid- 
ered at a passing thought. 


It would attract, perhaps, no less than 
200 students to this city, who now go 
elsewhere because this college is oper- 
ated as an individual institution nt 
present. 


The conference at Indianapolis, it was 
thought, might induce the DePauw 
tnistcea to assume the debt, but thin 
they refused to do. 


It is to be deeply regretted that thifi 
debt stands as a barrier to the attain- 
ment of such a grand educational ad- 
vancement.

IT is pretty generally believed in labor 
circles that there will not be any trouble 
in Pittsburg when the American Feder- 
ation of Labor attempts to enforce the 
eight-hour system on May 1. Pittsburg 
a couple of months ago was regarded as 
the battle-field, but this idea has been 
abandoned. 


DWIGHT E . WHEATON was released 
from the northern penitentiary yester- 
day. He was sent up in 1883 from Lo- 
gansport for nine years for having coun- 
terfeit silver dollars in his possession. 
While in jail awaiting trial he led a re- 
volt among the prisoners, but was 
headed off before he could escape. 


THE death of Con. Maguire, in St. 
Louis, recalls the fact that he was col- 
lector of internal revenue in 1875-76 
and was put into Jail for complicity in 
the whisky frauds, or, as the Globe- 
Democrat puts it, for obvious reasons, 
he was "one of the victims." It is only 
fair, however, to say that Mr. Maguire 
was one of the least culpable of the 
ring, and probably never profited per- 
sonally by the steal. 


AT the outbreak of the revolutionary 
war there were but 67 newspapers in the 
United States and territories, while 
there are now nearly 16,319. The 
smallest child of to-day who can read 
knows more of what goes on in the world 
daily than 
George Washington or 
Thomas Jefferson did. The world seems 
to move slowly, but taken in hundred- 
year slices its advancement is enough to 
take one's breath away. 


Miss MARY TRAOY, daughter of Sec- 
retary Tracy, who perished in the flames 
which consumed their home, was a 
beautiful young woman, 26 years of age, 
and an accomplished artist and musician. 
She was engaged at the time of her 
death in decorating a room and furniture 
which was to be her own. This room 
was the least injured of any and the de- 
sign she had already partly placed upon 
the headpiece of lier bedstead was but 
little injured. 


THE oldest inhabitant in Northern In- 
diana has been discovered in LaPorte. 
That person is Molly Olmstead, a col- 
ored lady. She was bom in Norfolk. 
"Virginia, in 1790, and celebrated her 
100th birthday last month. She was 
the oldest of a large family, and when a 
mere baby was given a home in the 
family of a planter. There she remain- 
ed practically a slave until she was in 
her twenty-sixth year, when she mar- 
ried Mr. Olmstead, whom she survived 
many years. She remained in the south 
several years after her marriage, finally 
coming north. She has lived in La- 
Porte for over fifty years. 
Sbe is the 
mother ef eleven children, most of 
whom she has survived. 


MANY of the coiinfy surveyors of this 
State met at Indianapolis last week to 
exchange opinions and experiences. The 
Indianapolis News says the remarks of 
those present show that they nearly all 
manage to make more than $3 jierday 
out of the o&.cej and some counted eight 
hours as a day's work, thus idways get a 
day and half into one, bat the plan most 


followed was to employ deputies at $1.60 
per day and charge the county $3 for 
them, thus giving the surveyor a profit 
of $1.50 on each man working under him. 
It will be remembered that the Legisla- 
ture fixed the compensation of surveyor 
at $3 a day. The new law does not pro- 
vide for the employment of any deputies 
but several meml^rs stated that they 
had consulted Circuit Judges and had 
been informed that where a surveyor 
could not do the work alone the law im- 
plied that he should employ a reasonable 
amount of assistance. 


"IT is not at all a cause of wonder," 
says the Courier-Journal, "that Mr. 
Stanley should not say much about his 
recent travels. He has been offered 
$200,000 to write a book describing that 
journey. He will undoubtedly accept 
some such offer, and in order to keep 
faith with his publishers he declines to 
tell through interviews what the book is 
expected to reveal. Mr. Stanley cannot 
be blamed for such a course. He is now 
nearly fifty years old and must make 
some provision for old age. Hitherto 
ho has paid no attention to money mat- 
ters, but he knows that gray hairs can 
not rely upon fame alone.

Beportei' Tnrnis Ilis 
Kodak on Our County Officials and 
Paints Tliem in Type Colors. 


It looked as if it was going to be an 
awful day when, at an early hour this 
forenoon, the SENTINEL reporter left the 
editorial den in search of news items. 
The court records he knew would reveal 
nothing of a startling character and the 
county offices would be equally devoid 
of interesting material to write about. 
He could make his morning trip and re- 
turn, but he knew if his note book was 
not filled with items, that he would be 
unable to satisfy the erasing appetites 
of the "copy eateis" in the composing 
room, who on a dull day always seem to 
"pull out" and "set" more type than at 
any other time. 


Our reporter was determined to bo 
prepared for emergencies, and, conse- 
quently, when he left the office he put 
his "Kodak" in his pocket, determined, 
if news was scarce, that he would turn 
it on every court house official he met, 
and come back with a picture galleiy. 
He found it, at the hour he made his 
"first trip," (9 a. m.) an awful dull day. 
His 
"Kodak" was, consequently, 
brought into use. H^ visited every 
office in the old court house and this 
was the result of his photographic mis- 
sion: 


Geo. H. Viberg, our sheriff, was born 
in Huntington county, in this state, 
forty-one years ago, and removed with 
his parents to this county when he was 
seven years of age, settling in Cedar 
Creek 
township. 
Here he attended 
school and grew to manfiood, when he 
engaged in farming for himself. In 
this occupation he was engaged when, 
in 1887, Sheriff DeGroff Nelson died. 
The commissioners of the county chose 
him to fill Mr. Nelson's unexpired term 
and he removed to this city. In 1888 
he was the choice of the democratic 
party for sheriff and was elected by the 
decisive majority of 4,286. He is a 
prominent member of the Masonic order 
and the Knights of Pythias. 


Mr. Viberg is assisted by the follow- 
ing deputy sheriffs: Thomas Wilkinson, 
A. J. Black, Mahlon Heller, Thomas 
Mannix and Chief Deputy Sheriff P. J. 
Wise. 


Dr. George W. Loag, the clerk of Al- 
len county's courts, is a native Pennsyl- 
vanian, having been born near Philadel- 
phia. His childhood days were spent on 
a farm with his parents. He received 
his education at Philadelphia, and after 
studying dentistry,Iooated in Maryland, 
but subsequently removed to Chicago, 
and afterwards to this city, where he has 
practiced with success since 1863. 


He took an active interest in politics 
and in 1886 was nominated and elected 
on the democratic ticket to the official 
position which he now holds. He is 
prominent in the politics of the district 
and state, and is the member from this 
district on the democratic state central 
committee. Dr. Loag is one of the old- 
est dentists in the city and is largely in- 
terested in various business enterprises. 
Mr. Loag is assisted in his duties by J. 
J, Kern, Harry Metzgaf, D. W. Souder, 
Michael Houlihan, and George Ward. 


John B. Niezer at the time of his 
election to the office of county auditor, 
which he now holds, was one of the 
prominent residents of Milan township. 
His father had come from Germany and 
settled in this county, engaging in farm- 
ing. When he w ^ seven years of age, 
the subject of this sketeh came to Fort 
Wayne, where he received his educa- 
tion and at the age of fourteen years be- 
gan learning the tinner's trade. He 
worked at this for seven years, when he 
went to Monroeville and established a 
hardware store. 


Successful in business, he became one 
of the leading citizens of that town and 
filled' a number of official positions, 
among which were trastee of the town- 
ship and treasurer of the school board. 
In 1886 he became the nominee of the 
Democratic party for auditor of the 
county and was elected by a decisive 
majority. 


Mr. Niezer is Assisted in the office by 
Chas. J. McLain, Dennis Gorman, J. 
W. Hippenhamer, duristian Piepen- 


brink, Addison Holzworth and Frank 
Schell. 


Isaac Mowrer, our county treasurer, 
is a native of Ohio, having been bom 
and reared in Wayne county of that 
state. 
He received a good common 
school education, and began his farmer 
life in the county of his birth, remain- 
ing there until 1869, when he came 
here and settled on a quarter section in 
St. Joseph township, which he cleared 
up and made a valuable farm. 


He took an active part in politics, and 
was one of the prominent leaders of the 
democratic party v<hen, in 1886, he was 
nominated and elected treasurer of the 
county, and, in 1888 was re-elected to 
that position. 


Mr. Mowrer is assisted in the office 
by Lewis C. Hunter and Thomas 
Greer. 


Milton M. Thompson, the recorder of 
the county, is a Buckeye by birth. He 
was reared in Portage coonty, Ohio, on 
a farm and came to this coiinty in 1852 
when he was but twelve years of age. 
When the war of the rebellion broke out 
Mr. Thompson was twenty years of age, 
and with almost the first call for troops, 
ho enlisted in the army. This was in 
April 1861. He entered the TweKth 
Indiana regiment and served until the 
close of the war, being mustered out in 
October 1865. In one of the last battles 
of the war, at Bentonville, N. C., he lost 
a leg. 


After returning home he entered the 
hardware business at New Haven and in 
1867 was appointed i^ostmaster at that 
place, holding the position for nine 
years. Oa his retirement from that of- 
fice he began farming and continued in 
it until his election as coiinty recorder 
in 1886. 


IQ his duties he is assisted by Depu- 
ties John Htller, and Miss Beugnot and 
Miss Schultz. 


Henry E. Fischer, tho present sur- 
veyor of Allen county, is a native of 
Prussia. He came to this country with 
his parents when he was five years old, 
and settled in this city. He attended 
our common schools until he was four- 
teen years of age, when he entered the 
office of the Staatz Zeitung and learned 
the printer's trade. He worked at the 
case for several years and then con- 
cluded to learn civil engineering, which 
he did. His duties called him to Colo- 
rado, where he remained for a few years, 
and on his return to this city, in 1880, 
he was offered and accepted the position 
of city editor of the Staats Zeitung, 
which he filled in an able manner for 
four years. 


When he retired from that position 
it was to take the business management 
of the paper, which he held at the time 
of his election to the office of surveyor 
in 1888. 


George F. Felts, the superintendent 
of the schools of Allen county, is a com- 
paratively young man. 
He was born in 
Wells county in 1857, and is now not 
yet 33 years of age. With his parents 
he came to this county in 1860. He was 
raised on a farm, and after attending the 
country school went to Purdue univer- 
sity, and later on to the Michigan state 
normal school at Ypsilanti, where he 
graduated in .1883. The design of his 
education had been to fit him for the 
profession of teaching, and on his return 
from college he taught school in this 
county for five years, when iu 1885 he 
was elected to the position which he now 
holds.

O'Connor, of the Pittsburg 
oflSces, is quite ill. 


The railroad brakeman had to face 
a snow storm to-day. 


Conductor Henry Gage, of the Wa- 
bash, is confined to his home at Toledo 
with la grippe. 


Chas. A. Bonn, traveling passenger 
agent of the Atchison, Topeka and San- 
ta Fe was in the city to-day. 


The Wabash shops are crowded with 
orders. 
Some of 
the departments 
worked until 10 o'clock last night. 


W. O. Bassett, one of the well known 
machinists at the Pittsburg shops, is 
confined to his home with severe illness. 


Mr. Hubbard has resigned as travel- 
ing salesman for the Olds works and 
will return to his old home, Syracuse, 
N. Y. 


The citizens of Kendallville, Ind., are 
striving hard to secure the construction 
of a Wabash line from Toledo to Chi- 
cago, passing through their city. 


Max Close, a moulder at the Bass 
works, was badly burned about the 
hands, breast and legs yesterday by the 
tipping of a laddie of moulten iron. 


President Ashley, of the Wabash, is 
expected to arrive at headquarters from 
New York at the close of the week on 
his periodical visit looking into the af- 
faii's of the system. 


The Wabash has ordered new steel 
seventy-pound 
rails to cover about 
eighty miles of the system on the three 
divisions wherever new rails are needed. 
These rails will be delivered in March. 


A company of Wabash railroad offi- 
cials, 
including F. 
Chandler, M. 
Knight, C. M. Hayes and J. H. Louis, 
have been inspecting the lines of the 
road of late, and it is said some marked 
improvements are contemplated. 


W. B. Tallman, of the Grand Rapids 
and Indiana, who recently invented an 
improved danger signal holder, has been 
awarded a patent on the device, and is 
now negotiating with Grand Eapids 
parties to have it manufactured there. 


A committee from the trainmen on 
the Chicago and Atlantic waited on 
General Manager Beach, at Huntington, 
Ind., Wednesday, with a request for an 
increase in their wages, which was 
granted, to take effect when the new 
schedule is made. 


The Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago 
Railroad company is laying out exten- 
sive yards at Conway, 
twenty-three 
miles west of Pittsburg. 
When com- 
pleted there will be fifteen miles of 
track, so laid out that trains can be 
handled with dispatch. 


Within the last ninety days three lo- 
comotive works have been secured for 
western cities. The Grant locomotive 
works, of Paterson, N. J., go to Chi- 
cago, the New York -locomotive works, 
Rome City, N. Y., go to St. Louis, and 
the Strong locomotive works to Cincin- 
nati. 


The earnings of the Wabash for the 
fourth week in January amounted to 
$352,422; for the corresponding week 
last year, $304,236, showing an increase 
this year of $78,136. The earnings of 
system for the month of January 
amounted to $1,121,909; for the month 


the latter, and are now out of work, and 
by their influence they have succeeded 
in getting a number of men to leave the 
service of the company. The brother- 
hood demands that the aggrieved mem- 
bers be reinstated or take the conse- 
quence of a look-out. The company ad- 
mits that they did a rash act, but pride 
forbids them from ^'e-instating the men. 


THE DEADLY CAR STOVE. 


The sentiment in favor of the abolish- 
ment of the deadly car stove is becom- 
ing so strong that the next legislature 
will undoubtedly be forced to enact a 
law prohibiting the use of stoves on any 
road in Indiana. Many states have 
already taken this step, and Indiana can 
not afford to longer hesitate to move 
forward. There isn't any excuse for 
railroads continuing to use the old 
fashioned car stove, and some of the 
best roads in the state have already dis- 
continued entirely these menaces to hu- 
man life. 


For several years some of the best in- 
ventive talent in the country has been 
studying out means for doing away with 
the danger of the stoves; and as a result 
of this thought numerous contrivances 
have been invented and put on the 
market, any one of which, it is claimed, 
will prevent a fire in case of a wreck. 
If stoves must be used an extinguisher 
should also be provided, but the demand 
is for heating apparatus that does not 
require a fire in every car. 


There have been so many fatalities 
from the car stove that the public is al- 
most ready to quit patronizing roads 
that have not abandoned such methods 
of heating cars. 


Steam heating, from the locomotives, 
it is conceded, is the only proper way 
to warm cars, and the roads with ad- 
vanced ideas are ordering all their new 
cars built to be heated in that way. The 
movement needed now is one to compel 
roads to abandon the old cars warmed 
by stoves, or else provide reliable fire 
extiguishers of some kind.

When the two heads get to- 
gether they will, it is thought, co-oper- 
ate with the chief of the complaining 
Brotherhood of Conductors and the 
chief the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, which will include brakemen 
and switchmen, and address a note to 
the president of the Queen and Ores 
cent road asking for an audience, and 
Chief Arthur thinks he can succeed in 
convincing the head of the company 
that he has done wrong and that a great 
many concessions are necessary to re- 
sume operations witii the same good 
feeling t^at existed before the trouble 
started. 


The matter of dispute arises from the 
fact tihat tibe railroad comply told sev- 
eral employes to either withdraw from 
the brotiierhood or quit the service of 
the company. The milroad boys obose

RELIEF FORSTRIKERS 
! 


A Gigantic Labor-Financial Alliance 


That Will Protect Workmen 


Against Waut During 


a Strike. 


BOSTON, Feb. 7.—A morning paper 


states,' apparently on the authority of tho 
leaders of the movement, that there is to 
be organized fn this country, previous to 
tho eight-hour strikes of May 1, 1890, a 
gigantic labor-financial alliance within 
the ranks of tho American '.Federation of 
Labor. 


It is proposed to accumulate a joint 


stock fund of at lea&t §2,800,000 before 
May 30 to bo placed at the disposal of 
any trade whoso crafts'* may be on a 
strike or locked out. The organization 
of the alliance is said to be already well 
under way, although the matter has 
been kept as secret as possible. 


The leaders claim that labor organiza- 


tions have practically given nothing but 
small amounts and the past is strewn 
with innumerable wrecks of labor asso- 
ciations, whoso members had not learned 
that an empty pocket book meant hunger 
and that hunger always enabled the em- 
ployers to win. 


There are affiliated with the American 


Federation of Labor 750,000 workers. 
Allowing that this number cf men aver- 
age forty working weeks in a year that 
would give 33,000.000 for a joint fund 
by each man paying leu cents a week. 
It is 
claimed that 
the 
insurance 


of workmen against loss of wages will 
increase the numerical strength of labor 
organizations and further conventions of 
national unions will represent millions 
instead of thousands of workers. 


This placing of $3,000,000 at tho dis- 


posal of a single trade does not mean a 
multiplication of strikes nor, it is 
claimed, a rale or ruin policy. It means 
that fewer strikes and lockouts will oc- 
cur and the suffering of the families of 
workmen shall never again take place. 
The article in conclusion gives the views 
of several well-known labor loaders, all 
of whom speak approvingly of tho pro- 
ject.

THE DKADIiY CAR STOVE. 


The sentiment in favor of the abolish- 


ment of tho deadly car stove h becom- 
ing so strong that tho next legislature 
will undoubtedly bo forced to enact a 
law prohibiting tho use of stoves on any 
road in Indiana. Many states have 
already taken this step, and Indiana can 
not afford to longer hesitate to move 
forward. There isn't any excuse for 
railroads continuing to use tho old 
fashioned car stove, and some of tho 
best roads in the state havo already dis- 
continued entirely these menaces to hu- 
man life. 


For several years some of the best in- 


ventive talent in tho country has been 
studying out means for doing away with 
the danger of tho stoves; and as a result 
of this thought numerous contrivances 
havo been invented and put on the 
market, any one of which, it is claimed, 
will prevent a fire in case of a wreck. 
If stoves must be used an extinguisher 
should also be provided, but tho demand 
is for heating apparatus that does not 
require a fire in every ear. 


There have been so many fatalities 


from the car stove that tho public is al- 
most ready to quit patronizing roads 
that have not abandoned such methods 
of heating care. 


Steam heating, from the locomotives, 


it is conceded, is the only proper way 
to warm cars, and the roads with ad- 
vanced ideas are ordering all their new 
cars built to bo heated in that way. The 
movement needed now is one to compel 
roads to abandon tho old cars warmed 
by stoves, or eke provide reliable lire 
extiguishers of some kind.
